Report  for  the  year  1945 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on 
the  health  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  1945,  which, 
in  August,  saw  the  end  of  the  war  that  had  lasted  five  years 
and  eleven  months.  Whilst  the  information  it  contains 
shows  that  the  health  of  the  population  generally  was  main- 
tained, some  unsatisfactory  features  are  recorded. 

The  birth  rate  of  17.9*  per  thousand  of  the  population 
was  substantially  below  that  of  1944,  when  it  was  19.76  per 

I, 000,  although  it  was  higher  than  in  any  other  year  since 
1928.  The  proportion  of  stillbirths,  31.32  per  1,000  total 
births,  has  been  lower  in  only  one  previous  year — 1943.  The 
infant  mortality  rate,  which  represents  the  proportion  of 
children  who  die  in  the  first  year  of  life,  was  disappointingly 
high  at  69.4  per  1,000  live  births,  a figure  which  has  not  been 
exceeded  since  1925.  This  substantial  increase  over  the 
previous  year’s  figure  of  51.9  per  1,000  was  due  to  an 
increased  number  of  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  two  weeks 
of  life  due  to  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries  and 
disabilities,  and  to  an  increased  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
between  the  ages  of  three  to  twelve  months  due  to 
pneumonia. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  which  were  illegitimate, 

II. 1%,  was  by  far  the  highest  ever  recorded;,  the  years  in 
which  this  proportion  was  most  nearly  approached  were 
1918,  when  7.1  % of  the  births  were  illegitimate,  1942  when 
the  proportion  was  7.3%,  1943  when  the  proportion  was 
7.9%,  and  1944  when  the  proportion  was  8.3%. 

The  crude  death  rate,  11.86  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  when  it 
was  11.69,  but  generally  the  figure  has  shown  little  variation 
during  the  past  25  years,  when  it  has  been  between  10.2  and 
13.5  per  1,000. 

There  was  no  unusual  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases 
with  the  exception  of  measles.  An  outbreak  of  this  disease 
occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  1944  and  it  continued  into  the 
first  quarter  of  1945;  it  caused  two  deaths.  There  were  56 
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cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  including  some  members  of 
H.M.  Forces  and  German  prisoners-of-war,  but  the  diagnosis 
was  confirmed  in  only  35  cases,  of  which  23  were  children; 
three  of  these  cases,  all  un-immunised  children,  proved 
fatal.  New  cases  of  syphilis  were  fewer  than  m the 
previous  year;  though  the  decrease  was  very  small,  it  marked 
the  arrest  of  the  upward  trend  which  more  than  doubled  the 
number  of  new  cases  between  1941  and  1944. 

During  the  difficult  war  years,  Doncaster  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  sufficient  beds  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  to  prevent  the  growth  of  a waiting  list.  It 
has  been  equally  fortunate  in  being  able  to  increase  the 
number  of  maternity  beds  available  in  Hamilton  Lodge  and 
Hamilton  Annexe  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapidly  growing 
demand  for  institutional  midwifery  accommodation.  The 
number  of  institutional  confinements  increased  from  274  in 
1939  to  573  in  1945  and,  in  addition,  317  confinement  cases 
from  the  West  Riding  and  487  cases  requiring  treatment  for 
other  conditions  associated  with  pregnancy  were  also 
admitted  during  the  year. 

The  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  housing  records 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  22  houses,  in  which  there  were 
34  families  containing  198  persons,  were  overcrowded.  As 
has  been  stressed  in  a previous  report,  this  statement  refers 
only  to  cases  of  overcrowding  actually  known  to  the  Public 
Health  Department,  and  it  refers  only  to  overcrowding  as 
defined  in  the  Housing  Act  with  its  unsatisfactory  standards, 
and  it  does  not  take  into  account  the  covert  overcrowding 
and  undesirable  complications  which  frequently  result  when 
a house  is  shared,  often  unequally,  by  two  or  more  families. 

The  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Staff,  both  temporary  and 
permanent,  did  much  to  enable  the  Department  to  meet  its 
responsibilities  under  circumstances  made  difficult  by  the 
absence  of  several  members  on  military  service. 

On  behalf  of  the  Staff,  I wish  to  thank  the  Council,  and 
particularly  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  for  their  encouraging  support.

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BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  Borough 
was  1,268,  giving  a rate  of  17.90  per  1,000  The  rate  for  the 
whole  country  was  16.1,  and  for  the  126  County  Boroughs 
and  Great  Towns,  19.1. 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1945  was  840  (437  males  and 
403  females)  an  increase  of  8 compared  with  1944,  when  there 
were  832  deaths  (455  males  and  377  females).  The  death 
rate  was  11.86  per  1,000  estimated  resident  population,  com- 
pared with  a rate  of  11.69  in  1944. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  (accounting  for  85.1%  of 
all  deaths),  were: — 

1.  HEART  DISEASE.  There  were  170  deaths  (20.2%  of 
all  deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  29  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

2.  INTRACRANIAL  VASCULAR  LESIONS  (Apoplexy) 
and  other  circulatory  diseases.  There  were  140  deaths 
(16.66%  of  all  deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  27  more 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

3.  CANCER.  There  were  109  deaths  (13%  of  all  deaths) 
from  this  cause.  This  is  2 more  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

4.  BRONCHITIS  and  other  respiratory  diseases.  There 
were  64  deaths  (7.62%  of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes. 
This  is  6 less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

5.  PNEUMONIA.  There  were  54  deaths  (6.43%  of  all 
deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  21  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  these  deaths,  26  occurred  in  the  first 
year  of  life. 

6.  PREMATURE  BIRTH,  CONGENITAL  MALFORMA- 
TIONS, BIRTH  INJURIES,  etc.  There  were  48  deaths 
(5.71%  of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes.  This  is  one 
less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

7.  SUICIDE  AND  VIOLENCE.  There  were  38  deaths 
(4.52%  of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes.  There  were 
5 deaths  due  to  suicide  (a  decrease  of  3),  4 due  to  road 
traffic  accidents  (a  decrease  of  3),  and  29  due  to  other 
violent  causes  (an  increase  of  2). 

8.  TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  34  deaths  (4.05%  of  all 
deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  3 more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

9.  NEPHRITIS.  There  were  32  deaths  (3.81%  of  all 
deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  one  more  than  ffi  the 
previous  year. 
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10.  ABDOMINAL  DISEASES.  There  were  26  deaths 
(3.057c-  of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes,  from  which 
infantile  diarrhoea  is  excluded.  This  is  3 more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Ulcer  of  the  stomach  or  duodenum 
caused  3,  appendicitis  caused  4,  and  other  digestive 
diseases  caused  19. 

These  diseases  accounted  for  85.1%  of  all  deaths. 

Diabetes  and  infantile  diarrhoea,  the  next  most  common 
causes  of  death,  each  accounted  for  5 deaths.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  clinic  and  treatment  centres  or  nursing  in  the  home. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


On  July  1st,  1945,  a Civil  Ambulance  Service  was  estab- 
lished to  continue  the  work  done  during  the  war  by  the 
Civil  Defence  Ambulance  Service.  The  Ambulance  Depot 
is  at  the  junction  of  Sandford  Road  and  Balby  Road  in  a 
dis-used  school,  which  had  been  used  during  the  war  as  a 
First  Aid  Post.  The  vehicles  consist  of  converted  ambulances 
and  sitting-case  cars  purchased  from  the  Civil  Defence 
Services.  The  staff  consists  of  an  Ambulance  Officer  and 
seven  ambulance  drivers.

HOSPITALS. 

The  arrangements  described  in  previous  reports  for  local 
hospitals  to  receive  large  numbers  of  service  and  civilian 
casualties  whenever  the  need  arises,  continued  to  operate.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE. 

This  work  again  was  done  under  difficulties,  due  to  the 
shortage  of  medical,  health  visiting  and  nursing  staffs.  The 
number  of  admissions  to  Hamilton  Annexe  again  increased 
and  the  twenty  additional  beds  available  in  1944  for  Don- 
caster cases  were  being  used  to  the  full. 


ANTE-NATAL  CARE. 


Three  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  each  week,  and  975 
expectant  mothers,  of  whom  748  were  new  cases,  attended 
during  the  year,  representing  57%  of  the  registered  births, 
live  and  still.  In  addition,  a consulting  ante-natal  clinic  is 
held  once  weekly  by  Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson,  and  236  cases 
were  referred  to  it  during  the  year.

MIDWIVES. 

GENERAL  MIDWIFERY  PROVISION. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  midwives  in 
private  practice  and  seven  municipal  midwives  attending 
patients  who  were  confined  at  home. 

Institution  beds  for  maternity  cases  provided  by  the 
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Council  consisted  of  14  beds  at  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Home,  Hamilton  Lodge,  and  28  beds  at  Hamilton  Annexe 
(where  a further  25  beds  are  reserved  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council). 

Private  beds  are  provided  in  one  small  maternity  home 
and  three  general  nursing  homes  which  also  admit  maternity 
cases.

In  addition,  281  abortions  were  attended,  23  being  in 
domiciliary  practice  and  258  in  institutions. 

During  the  year,  medical  aid  was  summoned  by  mid- 
wives on  399  occasions.  Of  these  requests  for  help,  286  were 
sent  by  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice,  and  113  by  mid- 
wives in  institutional  practice. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  this  service  provided  six 
midwives,  but  during  the  year  an  additional  midwife  took 
up  her  duties.  They  are  all  qualified  to  administer  gas  and 
air  analgesia,  and  they  administered  it  to  44%  of  their 
patients.

HAMILTON  LODGE  MATERNITY  HOME. 


The  Maternity  Home  was  fully  occupied  during  the  year, 
and  many  cases  had  to  be  refused  admission.  Until  June, 
1944,  a small  proportion  of  these  were  transferred  to 
Hamilton  Annexe,  but  when  additional  beds  became  avail- 
able at  the  Annexe  in  that  month,  it  became  possible  to 
offer  this  alternative  institutional  accommodation  to  every 
case  desiring  it.

HAMILTON  ANNEXE. 

This  was  opened  at  Springwell  House  in  April,  1942, 
as  an  eight-bedded  ward  for  emergency  admissions  and  as 
many  booked  cases  as  could  be  accommodated.  The  demand 
for  admission  far  exceeded  the  beds  available. 

In  November,  1943,  an  additional  25  beds  were  made 
available  for  the  use  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  to 
assist  them  in  meeting  the  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in  this 
part  of  the  County. 

In  June,  1944,  a further  20  beds  were  added  to  the 
existing  8 beds  reserved  for  Doncaster  patients. 

Since  May,  1944,  a medical  officer  has  been  resident  at 
the  Annexe,  devoting  her  whole  time  to  the  work.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year,  19  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
were  received,  and  all  cases  were  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  as  well  as  14  non-notifiable  cases  which  were  in 
need  of  treatment.

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Mr.  Stevenson  attended  33  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  outside  the  Borough, 
of  which  12  cases  came  from  the  West  Riding  and  21  from 
Lincolnshire. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Eight  maternal  deaths  occurred. 

Four  of  these  occurred  at  Flamilton  Annexe,  and  con- 
sisted of  one  Doncaster  patient  who  died  of  heart  failure 
due  to  hypoplasia  of  the  heart  and  aorta  occurring  during 
labour  (Coroner’s  post-mortem),  and  three  West  Riding 
patients  whose  deaths  were  due  to — (i)  acute  nephritis 
following  miscarriage  (Coroner’s  post-mortem),  (ii)  con- 
gestive cardiac  failure,  auricullar  fibrillation,  rheumatic 
fever  aggravated  by  pregnancy,  termination  of  pregnancy 
and  sterilisation,  and  (iii)  uraemia,  toxemia  of  pregnancy. 

Two  deaths  occurred  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  both  of 
them  being  patients  normally  resident  outside  the  Borough. 
The  causes  of  death  were  given  as — (i)  pulmonary 
embolism,  puerperal  septicaemia,  empyema,  and  (ii)  heart 
failure  due  to  old  rheumatic  heart  disease,  accelerated  by 
recent  pregnancy  and  delivery. 

One  death  occurred  at  Flamilton  Lodge,  the  patient  being 
a Doncaster  resident  and  the  cause  of  death  being  fulminat- 
ing eclampsia. 

The  remaining  death  was  that  of  a patient  normally 
resident  in  Doncaster,  who  died  outside  the  Borough,  the 
cause  being  given  as — shock,  adherent  placenta  (manually 
removed),  otherwise  normal  labour  near  full  term. 

POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

During  the  year,  227  women  attended  the  Clinic  as  new 
cases,  and  there  were  343  attendances. 

CONCEPTION  CONTROL  CLINIC. 

This  Clinic  is  associated  with  the  Post-Natal  Clinic,  and 
the  patients  are  limited  to  married  women  who,  for  medical 
reasons,  should  avoid  further  pregnancies. 

Advice  is  given  and  the  necessary  appliances  are  sold  at 
cost  price  to  patients. 

During  the  year,  49  new  cases  attended  and  there  was  a 
total  of  112  attendances. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  who  first 
attended  the  Centres  in  1945,  was  703,  representing  55%  of 
the  registered  live  births.

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  AND  FOOD. 

National  dried  milk  and  proprietary  preparations  of 
dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  etc.,  are  supplied  at  cost 
price,  limited  to  those  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
children  under  five  years  of  age  who  are  attending  regularly 
at  the  various  centres.  In  addition,  the  centres  act  as  dis- 
tribution posts  for  the  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  supplied 
through  the  Government  scheme.  These  articles  can  also  be 
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obtained  at  the  Food  Office  and  at  the  Civil  Ambulance 
Depot,  Balby  Road  (formerly  the  Balby  First  Aid  Post). 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  Health  visiting  work  for  the  Borough  is  carried  out 
by  a staff  of  Health  Visitors,  at  present  seven  in  number, 
under  the  supervision  of  a Chief  Health  Visitor.  The  Health 
Visitors  also  act  as  School  Nurses  and  Tuberculosis  Nurses. 
Details  of  the  visits  made  during  1945  are  given  below: —

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

A list  of  the  children  notified  in  accordance  with  the 
Public  Health  Act  is  kept  at  the  Public  Health  Offices.  All 
these  childrmi  are  visited  frequently  by  the  Health  Visitors 
in  the  course  of  their  normal  duties. 

There  were  twelve  children  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

In  March,  1944,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular 
on  the  care  of  premature  infants  which  contained  helpful 
suggestions  which  are,  however,  difficult  to  implement 
under  present  conditions.  Arrangements  were  made  to 
ascertain  as  fully  as  possible  those  children  who,  when  born, 
weighed  S^lbs.  or  less,  and  the  facilities  in  Hamilton  Lodge 
and  Hamilton  Annexe  to  deal  with  them  were  improved. 
In  addition,  the  Municipal  Midwives  pay  particular  attention 
to  these  infants.  The  following  figures  give  further

ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

During  the  year,  141  live  births  and  6 stillbirths  were 
illegitimate,  representing  112  per  1,000  total  births. 

In  Doncaster,  the  local  authority  is  able  to  provide  all 
facilities  in  these  cases  for  the  confinements,  but  it  recog- 
nises that  the  local  moral  welfare  a;ssociation  can  give 
valuable  assistance  in  finding  a home  for  the  baby  and  can 
help  the  mother  in  various  ways.  Accordingly,  the  local 
authority  has  continued  to  make  an  annual  grant  of  £50  to 
the  funds  of  the  association. 

ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

This  Clinic  U held  twice  a month  at  the  Wood  Street 
premises  under  the  care  of  a visiting  orthopaedic  surgeon. 
It  is  a combined  clinic  for  children,  both  of  school  and  below 
school  age. 

Children  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  to 
special  hospitals;  many,  chiefly  cases  of  rickets,  are  referred 
to  the  Nursery  Class  at  the  Open  Air  School,  and  others 
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receive  treatment,  if  necessary,  in  the  Ultra  Violet  Light 
Clinic. 

During  the  year,  109  new  cases  of  children  below  school 
age  attended  the  clinic,  and  new  and  old  cases  made  422 
attendances. 

Rickets  and  associated  defects  accounted  for  82  out  of 
the  109  new  cases. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT. 

I 

The  Ultra  Violet  Light  Department  has  continued 
steadily  throughout  the  year.  The  clinic  is  used  for  the 
treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  infants, 
children  below  school  age,  and  for  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Mothers  made  628  attendances  and  children  below 
school  age  5,665  during  1945. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

Children  suffering  from  defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat  can  attend  the  Aural  Clinic  provided  for  school 
children  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Petty,

ERRORS  OF 

REFRACTION. 

During  the  year,  44  children  below  school  age  attended 
the  refraction  clinics  for  the  first  time,  16  on  account  of 
squint  and  28  for  other  conditions.  In  addition,  24  children 
who  had  attended  in  previous  years  came  for  re-examination. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  facilities  offered  for  the  dental  treatment ' of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  school 
age,  have  continued  as  before. 

These  facilities  are  only  available  to  those  women  and 
children  who  are  attending  the  ante-natal  or  infant  welfare 
centres.  Dentures  are  supplied  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  at  cost  price  providing  they  are  obtained  within  a 
year  of  the  date  of  the  last  confinement. 

During^  the  year,  105  children  and  17  mothers  completed 
treatment,  making  144  and  99  attendances,  respectively,  and 
15  dentures  were  supplied  to  the  latter. 
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MINOR  AILMENTS. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  young  children  suffering 
from  minor  ailments,  such  as  impetigo,  to  be  treated 
together  with  children  of  school  age  at  the  minor  ailments 
clinic.  The  majority  of  children  suffering  from  these 
defects  are,  however,  referred  to  their  own  doctors  for 
treatment. 

INFESTATION. 

A high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  required  in  school 
children,  who  are  excluded  even  if  their  hair  contains  only 
a few  nits;  during  the  year  891  individual  children  were 
excluded.  The  parents  are  instructed  to  deal  with  the  con- 
dition, and  in  cases  where  they  have  tried  and  been  unsuc- 
cessful the  health  visitors  treat  the  children  in  the  clinic.  A 
similar  procedure  is  adopted  for  children  under  school  age. 
In  day  nurseries,  children  are  admitted  only  if  they  are  com- 
pletely free  from  infestation,  and  subsequently  they  are 
inspected  daily  and  treated  in  the  nursery  if  it  is  necessary. 

NURSING  HOMES. 

Supervision  has  been  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
No  unregistered  homes  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
department. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  homes  registered,' 
giving  accommodation  for  23  maternity  beds  and  44  beds 
for  other  cases.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Price,  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  Water 
Engineer,  reports  that  little  change  has  occurred  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  supply  of  water  since  the  last  annual 
report.  Some  extensions  to  the  main  distribution  system 
have  taken  place  in  anticipation  of  post-war  housing 
development.  The  sources  of  supply,  and  the  quantities 
abstracted  are  shown  in  the  following  table: —

The  Corporation’s  application  for  a Provisional  Order 
to  augment  the  existing  sources  as  the  growing  demand  is 
now  over-taxing  the  available  supply,  was  the  subject  of  a 
Local  Inquiry  held  in  Doncaster  in  January  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  An  Order  was  eventually  made  and  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Provisional  Order  Confirmation 
(Doncaster)  Act,  1945,  on  the  10th  December. 

This  Act  authorises  the  development  of  two  additional 
sources  of  supply  from  boreholes,  the  first  near  Rossington 
Bridge  and  the  second  near  the  village  of  Blaxton,  just 
inside  the  Nottinghamshire  County  boundary  in  the  Parish 
of  Finningley,  together  with  the  necessary  pumping  mains 
and  an  additional  water  tower  adjacent  to  the  existing 
Cantley  Water  Tower  for  storage  purposes. 

Improvements  to  the  existing  Thrybergh  and  Langsett 
gravitational  supplies  are  authorised  by  the  addition  of  a 
Service  Reservoir  and  Water  Tower  on  a site  near  Butter- 
busk  Farm  in  the  Parish  of  Conisborough  Parks  in  the  Don- 
caster Rural  District,  together  with  the  necessary  alterations 
and  additions  to  the  trunk  mains  system. 

The  Order  was  confirmed  so  late  in  the  year,  that  no 
actual  constructional  work  has  yet  been  undertaken  in  con- 
nection with  this  comprehensive  scheme,  but  tenders  have 
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been  invited  for  the  sinking  of  two  boreholes  on  tne 
Rossington  Bridge  site. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality,  and  twelve  bacteriological  examinations  were  made 
of  the  raw  water  and  29  examinations  of  water  as  supplied 
to  consumers,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  No  complaints 
were  received  regarding  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  con- 
tamination of  supplies  was  reported. 

x\ll  houses  are  supplied  direct  and  no  houses  are  supplied 
by  means  of  standpipes. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

At  the  end  of  1945,  there  remained  72  houses  provided 
with  privies  and  26  with  pail  closets.  Most  of  these  houses 
are  in  outlying  or  low-lying  parts  of  the  town. 

SCAVENGING. 

Dry  refuse  was  collected  by  motor  vehicles  and  refuse 
from  privies  and  pail  closets  was  collected  at  night  in  a 
covered  motor  vehicle. 

Of  the  9,704  loads  of  refuse  collected,  5,601  were 
deposited  at  the  Destructor,  2,856  at  the  Armthorpe  Tip  and 
1,247  at  the  Balby  Tip. 

The  refuse  destructor  and  salvage  plant  has  been  worked 
normally.  Details  of  the  materials  salved  are  shown  later 
in  this  report.

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SWIMMING  BATHS.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

During  the  year,  the  following  samples  have  been 
examined: — 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Twenty-nine  samples  were  examined  and  four  failed  to 
satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  results  were  communicated 
to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Milk  Division). 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

Fifty-two  samples  were  examined  and  seven  failed  to 
satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  results  were  communicated 
to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Milk  Division). 

Sterilised  Milk. 

Seventeen  samnles  were  examined  and  six  failed  to 

• 

satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  results  were  communicated 
to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Milk  Division). 

Heat  Treated  Milk. 

Seventy-six  samples  were  examined  and  thirty-nine 
failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  results  were  com- 
municated to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Milk  Division). 

Undesiguated  Milk. 

Forty-seven  samples  were  taken  for  Plate  Count  and 
B.  Coli.,  and  twenty-five  failed  to  satisfy  these  tests.  Letters 
of  caution  were  sent  to  the  retailers  and  the  various 
Authorities  for  the  districts  in  which  the  producers’  premises 
were  situated  were  notified  also. 

Eighteen  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  were  found  to  be  negative. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Details  of  action  taken  with  regard  to  meat  and  other 
foods  and  adulteration  of  food  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report. 

Chemical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  H. 
Childs,  the  Public  Analyst,  at  Sheffield. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  performed  by  Dr.  P. 
Milligan  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary. 

NUTRITION. 

The  IvTaternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  gives 
careful  attention  to  teaching  the  facts  about  nutrition.  The 
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distribution  of  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  and  vitamin 
preparations  at  the  clinics  has  already  been  described.  Free 
milk  also  is  supplied  to  those  cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring 
it. 


HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

The  main  opportunities  for  health  propaganda  are  during 
interviews  with  those  attending  the  clinics,  and  during  the 
visits  of  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of  the 
people. 

Every  month,  1,000  copies  of  “ Better  Health  ” are  dis- 
tributed, and  three  sets  of  poster  boards  are  in  use  for  dis- 
playing the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education’s  posters. 

The  staff  of  the  department  addressed  many  civilian  and 
service  groups  during  the  year,  and  talks  on  the  Health 
Services  were  given  to  successive  groups  of  the  A.T.S.  and 
W.A.A.F.  who  attended  courses  at  the  Technical  College.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  received 
was  181  (compared  with  335  in  1944),  and  160  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  diagnosis  was  changed  upon 
admission  in  6 cases,  as  follows: — scabies  in  1 case,  rubella 
in  1 case,  v/hooping  cough  in  1 case,  enteritis  in  1 case,  ton- 
sillitis in  1 case  and  observation  in  1 case,  making  the  number 
of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  175. 

Three  of  the  175  cases  were  members  of  H.M.  Forces  or 
German  prisoners-of-war. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  56,  and  all 
cases  were  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  35  cases,  and  in  the  remaining  21 
it  was  altered  as  follows: — cellulitis  of  neck  in  1 case,  ton- 
sillitis and  diphtheria  carrier  in  4 cases,  diphtheria  carrier 
in  7 cases,  tonsillitis  in  2 cases,  laryngitis  in  1 case,  Vincent’s 
Angina  in  4 cases,  observation  in  1 case,  and  agranulocytic 
angina  in  1 case  (fatal). 

Of  the  35  cases  confirmed  as  suffering  from  diphtheria, 
twelve  were  over  the  age  of  fifteen  and  23  were  children. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  the  disease,  all  of  them 
children,  none  of  whom  had  been  immunised.  One  fatal 
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case  was  that  of  a child  normally  resident  outside  the 
Borough. 

Nine  of  the  56  notifications  received  were  in  respect  of 
members  of  H.M.  Forces  or  German  prisoners-of-war,  and 
the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  all  but  one  of  these  cases, 
which  was  changed  to  diphtheria  carrier. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Immunisation  was  continued  at  the  central  clinic,  the 
welfare  centres,  in  schools  and  war-time  nurseries. 

During  the  year  771  children  received  a full  course  of 
immunisation,  of  whom  733  were  under  5 years  of  age.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  estimated  that  32%  of  the  children 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  59%  of  the  children  of  school  age 
had  been  immunised,  or  50%  of  the  total  child  population. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

There  was  one  death  from  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  the 
patient  being  a child  aged  four  months  who  died  without 
being  notified. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  They  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  were  subsequently 
found  to  be  suffering  from  bronchitis  in  1 case,  and  from 
influenza  in  the  other.  One  case  of  suspected  meningitis 
was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  the  diagnosis 
was  changed  to  broncho-pneumonia. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

SMALLPOX. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Ten  cases  were  notified,  two  of  whom  received  treat- 
ment in  hospital.  None  of  the  cases  died. 

PNEUMONIA. 

During  the  year,  31  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia 
were  notified.  One  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 


DYSENTERY. 

One  case  was  notified  as  suffering  from  dysentery,  the 
patient  being  an  infant  aged  7 months.  He  was  removed  to 
the  Isolation^Hospital,  where  the  diagnosis  was  changed  to 
one  of  enteritis. 
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MALARIA. 

One  case  was  notified.  It  was  that  of  a soldier  who  was 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  observation,  and  was 
subsequently  found  to  be  suffering  from  malaria. 

ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  both  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  One  patient  (a  soldier 
who  was  not  a Borough  resident)  died  on  the  second  day 
after  admission,  and  in  the  other  the  diagnosis  was  changed 
to  acute  toxic  disseminated  myelitis  and  the  case  transferred 
to  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Throughout  the  year,  896  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
(compared  with  266  cases  in  1944),  and  of  these,  855  occurred 
in  the  first  quarter  (529  in  January,  201  in  February  and  125 
in  March),  35  in  the  second  quarter,  4 in  the  third  quarter, 
and  2 in  the  last  quarter.  The  epidemic  in  the  first  quarter 
^ was  a continuation  of  the  outbreak  which  began  in 
December,  1944. 

Twenty-six  of  the  notified  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  disease  was  responsible  for  2 deaths. 

Whooping  cough  notifications  numbered  48  (compared 
with  97  in' 1944)  and  w^ere  distributed  evenly  throughout 
the  year.  One  case  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA, 


During  the  year,  19  cases  were  notified,  and  18  of  these, 
including  8 following  abortion,  were  normally  resident  in 
the  Borough.  All  these  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  as  well  as  14  non-notifiable  cases  which  were  in 
need  of  treatment.  In  one  case,  notified  as  septic  abortion, 
the  diagnosis  was  changed  to  ulcerative  endocarditis,  and  the 
patient  died  eleven  days  after  admission. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  puerperal  pyrexia,  both 
patients  being  normally  resident  outside  the  Borough.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  local  arrangements  for  the  prevention,  diagnosis, 
and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  remained  unchanged,  and  the 
clinical  work  continued  to  be  undertaken  by  one  of  the 
specialist  staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

During  the  year  1945,  82  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis (51  male  and  31  female)  and  22  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  (8  male  and  14  female),  came  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
number  and  distribution  of  cases  on  the  register  were  as

During  the  year,  206  cases  (120  pulmonary  and  88  non- 
pulmonary)  were  removed  from  the  register — 164  on  account 
of  recovery  and  other  reasons,  and  42  (34  pulmonary  and  8 
non-pulmonary)  on  account  of  death.  Of  these  deaths,  11 
were  of  un-notified  cases.  Death  was  attributed  to  tuber- 
culosis in  27  of  the  pulmonary  and  7 of  the  non-pulmonary 
cases.  ^ 

Cases  attending  the  dispensary  numbered  792  and  they 
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made  2,372  visits  to  it.  In  addition,  57  contacts  were 
examined,  none  of  whom  proved  to  be  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis. The  number  of  x-ray  examinations  made  was  552. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  cases  receiving  institutional

At  the  end  of  the  year,  25  patients  were  receiving 
allowances  amounting  to  £36  Os.  6d.  per  week,  under  the 
scheme  by  which  payments  are  made  to  certain  cases  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  with  the  object  of  securing  treatment 
at  the  earliest  possible  stage.  During  the  year,  32  new 
patients  received  allowances. 

Since  the  scheme  began  to  operate  in  Doncaster  on  the 
1st  July,  1943,  102  patients  have  received  allowances.

During  the  year,  748  new  patients  attended  the  ante- 
natal clinic,  and  624  of  these  were  examined  for  evidence  of 
syphilitic  infection.  In  6 cases,  the  result  was  positive. 

The  contacts  notified  under  Regulation  33  B numbered 
32  females.  Two  or  more  notifications  were  received  in 
respect  of  ten  of  these,  of  whom  three  were  found.  One  was 
examined  after  persuasion,  and  one  presented  herself  for 
examination  after  she  had  been  served  with  Form  2 (which 
requires  contacts  to  attend  for  examination). 


Of  the  remaining  22,  four  were  traced  and  three  of  them 
were  persuaded  to  undergo  examination  and  treatment. 
Among  the  notifications  were  9 which  gave  so  little 
information  that  no  attempt  could  be  made  to  trace  the 
patients.
